Police in Atlanta recognized the 
names of three of them—Clarence 
Hughes, alias Bobby Ray; Wood- 
row Merck and Robert Coker. 

Hughes, they said, served a term 
for desertion in Alcatraz while it 
was an Army detention camp and 
escaped in 1928. They said he is 
the only man who ever succeeded 
in escaping from Alcatraz. They 
said Merck is serving a life sen- 
tence for a shooting in DeKalb 
County and Coker is serving a 
sentence for robbery.

CIO Right and Left Join 
In Slap at Communists 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 17—(AP)—The right and left wings of the CIO agreed 
Sunday on a statement “resenting and rejecting” Communist interference in CIO affairs and 


pledging loyalty to America’s free institutions. 


This declaration seemed to sig- 
nal a truce in the bitter left-wing 
rumpus for the time being and 
enables the CIO to offer a solid 
front against industry in the wage 
battles of this Winter.

for home-type food. 

One involves sending especially 
selected officers to study methods 
of food preparation practiced by 
big hotels and restaurants. After- 
ward the officers will be sent to 
the Army’s mess school for offi- 
cers at Camp Lee, Va., to teach 
regular mess officers, who in turn 
will give mass mess instruction 
to the cooks who, after all, are 
the ones who need it. 

Another little item to bring joy 
to men forced to eat the old field 
ration is the new E ration as the 
field food. The E is a redesigned 
K ration with more taste and 
more variety, or as the Army puts 
it, “one change is the redevelop- 
ing of the chicken item by in- 
creasing the chicken characteris- 
ec.” 

More than 600 men tested the 
new ration under battle condi- 
tions for a period of 30 days and 
at the end of that time were 
found to have gained ah average 
of three pounds each, the Army 
Said. 

The Thanksgiving menu this 
year is cflery, pickles and olives, 
roast turkey and dressing, giblet 
gravy and mashed potatoes, green 
peas and stewed corn, lettuce 
wedges with Thousand Island 
dressing, hot rolls with butter, 
pumpkin pie and coffee, and 
oranges, apples, raisins and salted 
nuts. Christmas dinner will be 
aproximately the same.

Immigrant Plan 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—(#)— 
Mrs. Julius Y, Talmadge, of Ath- 
ens, Ga., President General of the 
Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, came out Sunday against 
President Truman’s proposal to 
admit displaced Europeans into 
this country. 

“This is not the time to change 
the present quota system,’ Mrs. 
Talmadge asserted in a statement. 

“Until our housing problem has 
been solved, until our problems 
of food and clothing and house 
furnishings have been met, we 
should see that present immigra- 
tion laws are not changed, but are 
strictly enforced.” 

Without mentioning President 
Truman, she said she firmly op- 
poses the movement to admit 
“large numbers of displaced per- 
sons from Europe.” 

“Powerful forces,” she said, seek 
to let “a flood of aliens into this 
country.” 

The last DAR Congress spoke 
out against weakening the immi- 
gration and naturalization laws, 
Mrs. Talmadge noted,

MORGAN SITUATION 

Morgan County reveals there is 
a big demand for all farm machin- 
ery, and so far a very small 
amount has been delivered. Offi- 
cials say a backlog of orders 
remains unfilled, and all agree 
that either first sales or replace- 
ments will greatly help to solve 
the farm labor problem. 

Dean D. Hayes, County Agent 
of Gordon County, said the de- 
mand for farm machinery is not 
beginning to be met in Gordon 
County, and very little construc- 
tion of farm homes and buildings 
is in progress. 

“There is a dire need for all 
types of farm machinery and at 
present 500 tractors could be used 
to good advantages,” the Carroll 
County farm agent declared, add- 
ing “thus far only 12 new trac- 
tors have been reported in Car- 
roll County in the past 24 
months.” 

Then, in Toombs County, farm 
machinery dealers report a large 
backlog of orders for tractors, 
combines, peamut harvesters, and 
other heavy equipment for farm 
use. 

Toombs County Farm Agent Eu- 
gene Brogdon said, “the lack of 
necessary good farm machinery 
and the lack of sufficient labor 
on farms will tend to make both 
large and small farmers change 
their program for 1947 crops.” 
WORTH FARMERS 

Worth County farmers and ag- 
ricultural advisers alike said that 
only about 10 percent of the de- 
mand for farm equipment is be- 
ing met, If this condition is not 
corrected in the near future they 
declare most planters will have 
to make a quick change-over in 
their crop plans for next year. 

Georgia farms had an estimat- 
ed 16,157 tractors on July 1, but 
of these between 2,123 and 2,825 
are past their normal junking pe 
riod, and 732 more are wearing 
out annually. 

“The demand for farm machin- 
ery under the impetus of a vig- 
orous nation-wide drive toward 
complete agricultural mechaniza- 
tion,” said C. W. Moore, market 
analyst, “is the heaviest in his- 
tory.” 

Moore said tractors and other 
farm machinery now in produc- 
tion or on drafting boards would 
enable the farmer to stretch his 
income dollar, and that by 1950 
Geoorgia may have as many as 
51,254 tractors rumbling over its 
farm lands. 

Most planters and farm spe- 
cialists agree that in the approach- 
ing Winter months they face a 
crucial period, despite the fact 
that 1946 was one of their most 
profitable years. 

However, if the shortages of la- 
bor and much needed farm equip- 
ment situation is alleviated in the 
near future they predict a va- 
riety of bumper crops for next 
year.

INTRODUCTION 


This report of the financial condition of the State of Geor- 
gia as of September 30, 1946, has been delayed until this date 
in order to obtain an opinion from the Attorney General of 
Georgia as to the legal status of the $3,750,000.00 in Revenue 
Bonds issued by the authority of the Board of Regents through 
@ corporation known as the Regents of the University BSys- 
tem of Georgia. In later paragraphs of these notes the legal 
status of these bonds is discussed. 


Because of this condition which has developed since my 
June 30, 1946 report and in view of the opinion of the Attor- 
ney General I find it necessary to humbly apologize to the 

ople of Georgia and to the members of the General Assembly 
or my erroneous public statement made under date of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1945 in which reference was made to the “mo- 
mentous items affecting the finances of the State’ as pro- 
vided in the new Constitution, including the statement that 


the proposed Constitution carried forward “such outstanding 
features that provided for the prevention of any current in- 
debtedness in the future.” It is now quite evident that I was 
over-zealous as to the invincibility of the provisions of the 
Btate Constitution. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION 


On September 30, 1946, the State of Georgia, at least that 

part under control of the General Assembly, the Governor and 
the Budget Bureau, has a cash surplus of $562,375.20 after 
roviding reserves to meet every approved outstanding obliga- 
ion at Geptember 30 whether due today or in the future. Bee 
later paragraph on State Condition which takes into considera- 
tion the Revenue Bonds issued by the Regents. 


In the reserves there is §8,485,335.10 held in the State 
Treasury to match Federal road funds accrued to the benefit 
of the State to September 30, 1946. This does not take into 
eonsideration the full nual Federal funds which are avaiil- 
able for the year July 1, 1946, to June 30, 1947, but does take 
into consideration one-fourth of the funds, which is considered 
to have been accrued for the three months July 1, 1946, to 
September 30, 1946. 


There is also reserved $18,064,297.38 in cash to liquidate 
the State's part of highway contracts which have been let or 
are in the process of letting at September 30, 1046. The full 
amount of the contracts is $29,086,263.78 of which the Federal 
Government. finances $11,921,066.41, thus leaving the §18,064,- 
297.38 State fund requirement, which has been reserved. 


There is also in the State Treasury $7,201,500.00 in the 
@inking Fund to retire the balance outstanding of the Genera) 
State Bonds, the Highway Refunding Bonds, and the Western 
and Atlantic Rallroad Rental Discounts. 


There is another obligation which has been created by the 
Board of Regents through a corporation known as ‘“‘Regents of 
the University System of Georgia,’ without a specific Act of 
the General Assembly authorizing or limiting the obligation, 
and the creation of this obligation wns not subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor, the Attorney General, or Budget Bu- 


reau of Georgia. The item is $3,750,000.00 Revenue Bonds issued | 
by the euthority of the Regents for the purpose of building 


dormitories at Georgia School of Technology. The legal status 
of this item is discussed im following paragraph.

Attorney General’s Opinion 


Under dates of October 18th and 24th, 1946 Attorney General 
Eugene Cook rendered the following opinions on the questions 
above recited. For the convenience of the reader, your State 
auditor has caused to be printed In BOLD TYPE the para- 
graphs which give the opinions of the Attorney General on 
the questions asked. 


“The Supreme Court of Georgia on July 28, 1934, In the 
case of State of Georgia v. Regents of the University System 
of Georgia (179 Ga. p. 210) passed on questions very similar 
to those now under consideration relating to the laws govern- 
a. the Board of Regents. In this case the Court held as 
ollows: 


“(1) The Regents of the University System of Georgia is 6 
distinct corporate entity and is governed by a Board of Re- 
gents. Through the board it can exercise any power usually 
granted to such incorporations, necessary to its usefulness, 
and not in conflict with the constitution and laws. An obli- 
gation incurred by the corporation, or the Board of Regents 
is not a debt of the State, and therefore is not affected by 
constitutional limitations upon State indebtedness.” 


“(6) The loan agreement as made by the corporation and 
its Board of Regents with the Federal Government under 
which bonds will be issued by the Regents and purchased by 
the government for the purpose of providing funds for stated 
university uses, the bonds to be paid exclusively out of de- 
scribed special funds, does not involve any illega] undertaking 
on the part of the Board of Regents, and is within the pow- 
ers granted to the corporation and ita Board of Regents by 
the laws of this State. The court properly refused to enjoin 
the execution of such agreement.” 


The above decision seems to be a complete answer to your 
questions as of the date of July 28, 1934. Our inquiry is there- 
fore limited to the sole question of whether the laws have been 
changed or altered subsequent to the date of that decision in 
such a way as to render the judgment of the Court inoperative

at this time. In order to determine this question, it becomes 
necessary to examine all laws subsequent to July 28, 1934. 


In 1935 the General Assembly passed an Act (Ga. L. 1936, 
Pp. 171-173) which provides in part as follows: 


“That the corporation created under section 45 of the Act 
approved August 25, 1931, as embodied in title 32, section 32- 
101, of the Code of Georgia of 1933, and known as ‘Regents 
of the University System of Georgia,’ is hereby declared to 
be a governmental agency of the State of Georgia, and all 
property held by sald corporation under sald Act of August 
25, 1931, as embodied in title 32 of the Code of Georgia of 
1933 is hereby declared to be the property of the State of 
Georgia, and subject to all the limitations and restrictions 
imposed upon other property of the State of Georgia by the 
Constitution and laws of this State. The members of the 
Board of Regents of the University System of Georgia, as 
provided for by said Act, are hereby declared to be public 
officers of the State of Georgia and subject, in all their 
actions as such, to all the limitations and restrictions im- 
posed by the Constitution and laws of this State upon other 
public officers." 


(3) Tuition, matriculation fees and proceeds of the sale 
of personalty shall be reported and remitted to the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the Board of Regents, who shall transmit 
the same to the State Treasurer, and the same are hereby 
appropriated as a continuing appropriation to the branch or 
division of the University System from which they originate, 
to be drawn out of the Treasury upon a requisition just as 
other funds are drawn. The proceeds from dormitory rentals, 
mess hall charges, proceeds of athletic contests, and other 
similar revenue shall remain with the institution originating 


Taking into consideration this item of indebtedness cre- 
ated by the Regents, the financial condition of the State and 
Agencies at September 30, 1946 was net obligations of State and 
Agencies in excess of cash available of $3,187,624.80, as com- 
pared to a net general surplus of $591,230.08 at December 31, 
1945 when the State finally cleared its books of all obligatians 
in excess of cash on hand. 


REVENUE BONDS OF THE REGENTS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY SYSTEM OF GEORGIA 


In receiving information from the State Agencies as to 
their financial condition as of September 30, 1946, it was re- | 
rted that on May 1, 1946 $3,750,000.00 in Revenue Bonds had | 
een issued by the suthority of the Board of Regents through 
the corporation known as the Regents of the University System | 
of Georgia for the purpose of building dormitories and are | 
payable from dormitory rents in the years 1949 through 1978. 


State Auditor’s Request for Legal Opinion 


Under date of October 10, 1946 your State Auditor wrote the 
following letter to the Honorable Ellis Arnall, Governor: 


“I am in the process of preparing the Financial Statement | 
of Georgia for the period ended September 30, 1946, and since | 
the jast quarterly statement I find that the Board of Regents 
has authorized and issued $3,750,000.00 in Revenue Bonds 
to be paid in the years 1949 through 1978, 


Inasmuch as there is no specific Act of the General As- 
sembly authorizing the issuance of these Bonds, nor was the | 
action approved by you, the Attorney General, or the Budget 
Bureau of Georgia, I do not have any legal basis to guide me 
in the treatment of this obligation, particularly since new | 
financing laws have been passed and the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia rewritten. 


I am told that the Board of Regents serves in two capaci- 
ties; one being as a State Agency subject to all rules, regu- 
lations, and limitations imposed by the Constitution and laws 
of the State; the other is as a corporation which can make 
its own rules and regulations and can by-pass any of the legal 
restrictions, 


I am unwilling to concede that anybody representing the 
State of Georgia collecting funds under the authority of the 
laws of the State of Georgia can be given powers which will 
nullify the provisions of the State Constitution and the gen- 
eral laws enacted by the Genera] Assembly «f Georgia. 


If this condition exists we should find out now so that the 
Legisiature can take the necessary &ction to correct the sit- 
uation, as I do not believe that it is good and sound govern- 
ment for any Agency of the State to be given powers which 
cannot be controlled by the Genera] Assembly of Georgia. 


Inasmuch as you, as Governor, are the only official who 
can ask the Attorney General for official opinion, and inas- 
much as it is necessary for me to have an interpretation of 
the laws pertaining to this subject in order to perform the 
duties required of me by the General Assembly, I most re- 
spectfully ask that you request an opinion from the Attorney 
General to clarify this situation, so that I will know how to 
report this transaction.” 


Governor’s Request for Opinion of Attorney General 


Under dates of October 10 and October 21 Governor Arnall 
fm letters to the Attorney General, asked for an opinion on the 
following questions, and also made the following comments: 


Act. All such receipts, however, shall be reported to the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Board of Regents and shall be avail- 
able to the Governor, to the General Assembly and to the 
Board of Regents; and all such revenue is declared to be un- 
der the control of the Board of Regents, which control may 
be exercised directly or through such athletic associations or 
organizations as it may authorize, provided, such associations 
and organizations remain always subject to the control of the 
Board of Regents.’’ 


The above Act of 1935 clearly changed the law as dealt with 
by the Court in State of Georgia ws. Regents of the University 
System of Georgia, et al., supra. To this effect, see Ramsey 
vs. Hamilton ,181 Ga. p. 365, decided October 19, 1935, in which 
the Court held: 


“(4) By the act of 1935 (Ga. L. 1935, p. 171) the status of 
the Regents of the University System of Georgia is declared 
to be a governmental agency of the State of Georgia, and 
the title to all property held by the same to be in the State. 
Therefore a suit against the said regents is in effect a suit 
against the State of Georgia, and cannot be maintained with- 
out its consent.” 


On page 378 of this opinion, the Court, fn dealing with 
the change of legislative intent on this question, stated: 


‘Tt is a matter of current history that the Act of 1935 from 
which we have quoted was adopted by the General Assembly 
and approved by the Governor for the purpose of changing 
the status and relation which the Regents of the University 
System of Georgia sustained to the State under the previous 
law, as pointed out in the decision of this Court in State vs. 
Regents, supra; and since the passage of that Act it is ap- 
parent that the Regents of the University System of Georgia 
is now, and was at the time of the filing of the present suit,

However, on February 1, 1946, an Act was approved which 
repealed in its entirety the Act of 1935 above referred te, and 
in addition thereto provided as follows: 


“The status of the title to the property and the statas and 
of powers of the Regents of the University System of Geor- 
gia and of the Board of Regents are hereby restored to the 
full extent as if said Act had never been enacted.” 


It seems clear that the Legislature has manifested a posi- 
tive intent to restore the status of the Regents of the Univer- 
sity System and of the Board of Regents to the same position 
they held when the case of State of Georgia vs. Regents of 
the University System eof Georgia, supra, was decided by the 


Supreme Court of this State. In other words, after the passage | 


of the Act of February 1, 1946, the Regents of the University 
Bystem of Georgia again became a distinct corporate entity 
governed by a Board of Regents. This would mean that an 
obligation ineurred by the corporation or the Board of Regents, 
is not a debt of the State, and therefore is not affected by 
constitutional limitations upon State indebtedness. 


There was another change in the law since the decision tn 
State of Georgia vs. Regents of the University System of Geor- 
gia, supra, which must be considered in order to determine 
whether or not that decision should be operative under existing 
law. On August 7, 1945, when the Constitution of this State 
was revised, the following pertinent provisions were inserted 
therein in relation to the Board of Regents. In Paragraph 1, 
Section 4 of Article 8, the following provisions are stated: 


“There shall be a Board of Regents of the University 6ys- 
tem of Georgia, and the government, contro] and manage- 
ment of the University System of Georgia and all of its in- 
stitutions In said system shall be vested in said Board of Re- 
gents of the University System of Georgia. . The said 
Board of Regents of the University System of Georgia shal! 
have the powers and duties as provided by law existing at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution, together with 
such further powers and duties as may be hereafter pro- 
vided by law.” 


Two questions are immediately posed by the above provisions 
of the Constitution. First, does the fact that the government, 
control and management of the University System and its in- 
stitutions are vested in a Board of Regents necessarily prevent 
the said Board of Regents from operating this system through 
the Regents of the University System of Georgia as a distinct 
corporate entity as was done at the time of the decision in 
State of Georgia vs. Regents of the University System of Geor- 
gia, et al? 


My answer to this question is that the constitutional pro- 
vision above referred to does not prevent the Regents from op- 
erating as @ corporate entity as provided for by statutory en- 
actment. The mere fact that the control and management of 
the University System are vested in the: Board of Regents by 
the Constitution does not in my opinion prevent or prohibit the 
Regents from operating as a distinct eorporate entity. This 
point of law was passed on in 


State of Georgia vs. Regents of the Univ. System of Geor- 
gia, supra, 
where on p. 179 of the opinion the Court dealt specifically with 
a statute which is similar to the constitutional provision now 
under consideration. The Court quoted Section 48 of the Act 
of 1931, and held as follows; 


“By Section 48, as in case of the former trustees, it was 
provided that ‘the government of the University of Georgia 
and all of its branches... is vested in a Board of Regents. 

. . It is thus seen that the Regents of the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia is a distinct corporate entity, though con- 
trolled by a Board of Regents which is designated as a de- 
partment of the State Government.” 


From the above decision of the Supreme Court, I am of 
the opinion that the constitutional provision does no more than 
make the Board of Regents constitutional officers of this State, 
and as such, the Board of Regents becomes a department of 
the State government. However, in keeping with the decision 
of the court, this does not mean that the corporate entity 
is a department of State. It therefore follows in my opinion 
that the decision of the Court clearly applies to the constitu- 
tional provision now under consideration, since this provision 
is very similar to the statute (Section 82-113 of the Code of 
Georgia) which the Court had under consideration. Since this 
is true, it must necessarily follow that the corporation is fully 
authorized to enter into any contract or issue revenue bonds 
which, in its reasonable discretion, may be necessary for the 
usefulness of the University System or any one of its institu. 
tions. This liability incurred in the corporate name is not a 
ability of the State, but rather a separate legal obligation 
of the corporation. 


The second inquiry concerning the constitutional provision 
which provides that the “Board of Regents . .. shall have the 
powers and duties as provided by law existing at the time of 
the adoption of this Constitution, together with such other 
powers and duties as may hereafter be provided by law” does 
not in my opinion mean that the provisions contained in the 
Act of 1935 are permanently retained as powers and duties of 
the Board of Regents. The framers of the Constitution were 
careful to provide that the Board of Regents should not only 
have the powers and duties existing at the time of the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, but that the said Board was to have 


| such further powers and duties which may be subsequently 


provided by law. The Act of 1935 primarily deals with the 
status of the Regents and the members of the Board of Re- 
gents over State property. As shown by the caption of the Act, 
another purpose of this legislation was “‘to limit and restrict 
the powers of the Regents of the University System and the 
members of the Board of Regents.’ On the other hand. it seems 
that the Constitution desires to protect all powers and duties 
of the Board of Regents and to be sure that this authority ts 
not later taken away from the Board by subsequent legislation. 
The Act of 10946 in repealing the Act of 1935, does not sub- 
stantially take away any previous authority which the Board 
of Regents may have had, but on the contrary, this latter Act 
by repealing the Act of 1935 with its limit and restriction on 
the powers of the Board, seems, if anything, to enlarge the 
scope of the powers and duties of the Board of Regents. This 
is certainly in keeping with the latter part of the constitutional 
provision which authorizes the Legislature to grant further 
powers and duties to the Board of Regents. 


The above construction of the Constitution seems to be tn 
line with the weight of authority on the subject. In Am. Jur. 
at page 660, there are numerous cases cited on the follow- 
ing proposition: 


“Tt is proper to assume that a Constitution is intended to 
meet and be applied to new conditions and circumstances as 
they may arise in the course of progress of the community. 
The courts in this country have shown a determination to 


give our written constitutions, by interpretation, such flez- 
ibility as will bring them into accord with what the eourts 
believe to be public interest.” 


Applying the rule of flexibility to the stated provisions of 
the Constitution above, it seems that we should give great 
weight to the opinion of the Legisiature in reference to defining 
just what matters are believed to be in the pubiic interest. Is 
would be @ rather harsh rule to rigidly apply the Constitutios 
to such an extent that the Legislature would be powerless te 
promote public interest by future legislation, unless of course 
such legislation was in conflict with the Constitution. 


From the above provisions of law, I am ef the epinion that 
the State Board of Regents are constitutional officers ef this 
State, and as such as subject te all State laws and regulations 
However, the Regents of the University System eof Georgia te 
a distinct corporate entity and is subject te the centrel ef the 
Board of Regents. The decision of the Supreme Court ta State 
of Georgia vs. Regents of the University System, supra, is new 
in full feree and effect under the laws existing at this time, 
It therefore follows that the revenue bonds issued by the Siate 
Board of Regents in its corporate capacity are not ebligations 
of the State. These bonds do not create a debt against the 
Biate. On the contrary, the corporate entity had the autherity 
to enter inte these contracts by virtue of Section 32-121 ef the 
Code of Georgia which granted to the Board of Regents the 
power “to exercise any authority usually granted te such cor- 
poration, necessary to ite usefulness, which ts not im eonfliet 
with the Constitution and laws ef this State.” 


You ask the further question of whether the pewer ef the 
Regents to issue self-liquidating bends is unlimited. The Ceprt 
in State of Georgia vs. Regents of the University System, supre, 
seems to give a satisfactory answer te this inquiry. On page 
218 ef the epinion the Court holds: 


“Se leng as the board does not exercise Ita power eaprici- 
ously or arbitrarily, of so as te thwart the purpose ef the 
legislature in establishing a system ef university education, 
the board itself must determine what is necessary fer the 
usefulness of the system, and thus will govern the University 
of Georgia and its several branches. The powers granted are 
broad and comprehensive, and, subject te the exercise of « 
wise and proper discretion, the regents are untrammellied ex- 
cept by such restraints of law as are directiy expressed, of 
necesgarily implied. The legislature does net pretend te gor~ 
ern the system, but has entrusted this respousibility te the 
Board of Regents.” 

“It is my definite opinion that the memhers of the State 
Board of Kegents are public officials and are subject te all 
limitations and restrictions ef law te the same extent as other 
public officials of this State. The members ef the Beard ef BRe- 
gents are constitutional officers, (See Par, 1 ef Seetion 4 of 
Article 8 of the Censtitution.)” 

The Legisiature has likewise declared the Board of Regents 
to constitute a department of the State government of Georgia. 
(See Code Section 32-101.) To the same effect, see 

State of Georgia vs. Regents of the University System ef 
Georgia, 179 Ga. p. 210, at p. 218, where the Court heid: 


“It ls thus seen that the Regents of the University System 
of Georgia is @ distinct corporate entity, though controlled by 
a Board of Regents which la designated as a department of 
the State Ciovernment.” 

Your second inquiry is whether the Board of Regents may 
trangjer to a corporation income received by the Board of Re- 
gents as provided by law. You state that this question is sup- 
piemental to those propounded in your letter of October 10, 1946, 
and I therefore assume that your question is directly related 
to the issuance of revenue certificates by the Board of Regents 
peyabie out of certain specified income derived from particular 
property. 

in State of Georgia vs. Regents of University, supra, the 
Court heid that “the bonds do not constitute genera, obiiga- 
tions, Dut are payable only out of special funds." The Cours 
in that case conciuded by holding that the Regents as @ core 
poration were authorized to pay such bonds out of the stipue 
jated income, but that ‘if the payment of any of these bonds 
irom the income as pledged should by any chance cause such 
&® drain upon the resources of the allected institution that is 
nilght be in need of increased appropriations in erder to func- 
tion properly a8 an educational unit, the State would still be 
under no obligation to supply the deficit, even though is might 
desire to do so and actually do so.” 


From the reasoning of the Court advanced in the above 
case, it seems that the Regents as @ corporate entity bas con 
trol over the fees and lnmcome which have been specifically des- 
ignated for the payment of these certificates. It should be 
pointed out in this connection that the Supreme Court dealing 
with this question placed certain limitations and restrictions 
on the authority of the Board. On page 218 of the above opin- 
icn the Court heid: 


“It is further true that the corporatn, by and through 
the Board of Regents, exercises any pe*rer usually granted 
to dike corporations, which is necessary to the uselulness of 
the particular corporation and is not fn conflict with the 
laws of this State. So long as the board does not exercise its 
powers capriciously or arbitrarily, or so as to thwart the 
purpose of the legisiature in esiablishing a system of wni- 
versity education, the board itself must determine what is 
necessary. ior the usefulness of the system, and thus wilJ 
goverm the University of Georgia and its several branches. 
The powers granted are broad and comprehensive, and, sub- 
ject to the exercise of a wise and proper discretion, the re- 
gents are untrammeled except by such restraints of law ag 
are directly expressed, or necessarily implied. The Leg isia- 
ture does not pretend to govern the system, but has entrusted 
this responsibility to the Board of Regents.” 


The Board of Regents would not be authorized te pledge 
money appropriated by the Legislature or from some ether 
source, other than the income from the property specifically 
designated by the corporation for such purpose, to pay any in- 
debtedness created by the issuance of these revenue certificates, 
All funds not directly collected by the Regents as a corporate 
entity would be subject to the same provisions of law as gov- 
ern all other appropriations made by the General Assembiy. All 
appropriations made by the General Assembly should be made 
to the Board of Regents whe are constitutional and public ef- 
ficials of this State. The Board of Regents as such publie offi- 
clals would not be authorized to transfer such appropriated 
funds te the Regents of the University System of Georgia te 
liquidate any indebtedness resulting from the issuance ef these 
revenue certificates. These certificates or bonds are payable 
enly from the pledged income, and as stated by the Sapreme 
Court on page 222 of its opinion in State ef Georgia vs. Re- 
gents of the University System, supra, 

“Regardless of the stipulations made, the State of Georgia 

could never be called upon to pay these bonds.” 

I am therefore of the opinion in keeping with the abeve 
decision that the Board of Regents would not be authorized te 
transfer income received by the Board of Regents to the cor- 
poration in question for the purpose ef liquidating the rev- 
enue bonds previously issued by that eorporation.”

Britain’s Labor Government has adopted this 
slogan: 
“Output per man is fundamental.” 

In the Soviet Union Col, Gen. Andrei A. Zhdanov, generally 
believed to be the man most likely to succeed Prime Minister and 
Generalissimo Joseph Stalin when that personage sets out on the 
last journey of all, has announced a new labor program. 

‘Production is vital,” he declared to the Supreme Soviet. 

He tollowed with an announcement that the Soviet Union will 
mobilize another large group of city and country youth to be sent to 
trade, industrial and railroad schools for two-year courses. The age 
is 14 and over. 

The aim is for more workers to produce more in the years ahead. 

From last July 10 to August 10 the Soviet Union mobilized more 
than 425,000 youths in such schools. The new announcement was 
coupled with the explanation that every year, under the current new 


Five-Year Plan, the Soviet Union will mobilize more than 1,200,000 
new workers. ; 


This emphasizes two facts which the Soviets are not 
hiding behind any iron curtain. 

There is a labor shortage. 

There is a belief that once production begins the Soviet Union 
will be able to use its vast supply of raw materials, ores, timber, 
water power, so as to become the great producing nation, the most 
powerful industrial force, in Asia and Europe. 

Industrial output decided the recent war. 

It was the production genius of this nation which produced enough 
to keep Britain, the Soviet Union and other armies, including our 
own supplied. 

The British admit the problem. 

The Labor Government has warned Parliament and the Trade 
Unions that there is a crisis of underproduction and that both sides 
in industry must abandon restrictive practices and get down to 
hard work. 

If necessary, says the Labor Government, there will be more 


socialization and more planning. 

Outlook It must be kept in mind by American labor and indus- 
try that this nation alone remains the only large nation 

which believes in the free enterprise system. 

Labof believes in it as producing the best wages in the world and 
the best living conditions for the skilled worker. 

Most of us believe in it—but too often it is a selfish belief. 

With socialization or collectivism the determined course in most 
of the world, it is alarming—or ought to be alarming—that in this 
country both labor and capital continue to run to the state for solu- 
tion of their problems instead of making some sort of truce and 
settling their own problems. 

In Great Britain, Russia and France—as well as in smaller 
nations—the state has gobbled up both capital and labor, or is in the 
process of so doing. 

Both have been stubborn and willfully blind in this country. 
Capital, after great excesses, became a subject of legislation. It 
opposed social reforms it now pays for without any gratitude from 
those benefited. 

Now, labor, having come rapidly to that same position, sees after 
the election of Nov. 5 that the honeymoon is over. As one labor 
leader put it, plaintively, “The people now think of labor leaders the 
same way they did of bankers in 1932.” 


: Labor still maintains restrictive contracts and rules, 
Restraints assuring the poor producer that he will make as much 
as the good one; destroying the pride and initiative of the ambitious 
worker who might want to go to promotion or to the management 
end by his ability, by saying to him he cannot demonstrate that abil- 
ity and remain in his union. 

No worker—in office or shop—can be happy and have a pride 
in himself or his work unless he is busy at doing his best. 

Restraint of trade or opportunity cannot be a part of labor or 
capital if the free, or individual opportunity, system is to prevail. 

This Winter may be the critical Winter. Certainly, the next six 
years are to be critical and decisive. 

Will the leaders of labor and capital be able to work out a mutu- 
ally satisfactory program? 

Or will they have to turn to the state for laws and controlling 
legislation? 

If they choose the latter, then coal will be first nationalized and 
other industries will follow. 

The state will take over both. 

If that isn’t obvious, take a look at the rest of the world. Too 
many Americans never do.

Are you a reader of “whodunits’? Do you 

find escape from reality in the pages of mystery 

ae and crime novels? Do you lose yourself of an 

evening in the personality of one of the brilliant fictional solvers 
of crime? , 

If so, have you ever sighed at the end of some particularly 
enthralling thriller and thought to yourself how much more 
dazzling is fictional crime than the real-life variety? 

I have read within the last couple of years a number of extra- 
good whodunits with plots centering on the traffic in illegal drugs, 
narcotics. Always, at the end of the story, a vicious ring of inter- 
national handlers of drugs has been broken up with the arrest of 
the “top man” as well as his underlings and thugs. With a few 
extra lovely blondes and brunettes scattered through the book 
to lend added spice to the plot. 

Such stories obviously are fascinating within the covers of a 
novel.

On the basis of the present outlook, only a political miracle 
can save the Democrats in 1948. And political miracles seldom 
happen, if ever.

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, in view of ti.e whopping majority he 
rolled up for re-election in New York, stands out today as the 
most likely candidate of the Republicans for the presidential 
nomination two years hence. It will be a hard task for the other 
hopefuls, slike Taft, Bricker, Stassen or Warren, to defeat him. 


At least he emerges as the candidate the others will have to 
beat. The fact that he was defeated last time by President Roose- 
velt will make little difference. it seems. The ancient tradition of 
the Republican party against renominating a defeated candidate 
is not expected to stand up in the face of his record as a vote 
getter. 

All of the odds seem to favor Dewey at the present time. If 
he runs in the future as he has in the past, he may be counted on 
to win all or most of the preferential primaries. I* would be 
extramely difficult for the party to deny him the nomination, 
if he does that, 

But perhaps the most important factor in his favor is the ability 
he has shown to carry the populous State of New York, with its 
47 electoral votes.

5, Admiral Cooke, Commander of 
our naval forces in China, said 
that the repatriation of the Japa- 
nese in the areas where the Ma- 
rines were stationed had been 
completed. When this was point- 
ed out to the Navy, another “rea- 
son” was vouchsafed: the Marines 
are in North China “to keep com- 
munications open.” A further at- 
tempted justification was that if 
the Marines moved out of North 
China the Russians would move in. 

Now it might be that the peo- 
ple of the United States, if they 
were informed on the subject as 
they are entitled to be, would 
want to keep these Marines in 
China, They might even want to 
send more Marines “to keep com- 
munications open.” They might 
desire our Army and Marine oOffi- 
cers to train more divisions of 
Nationalist troops. They might 
wish to ship over more arms and 
ammunition and join forces with 
Chiang Kai-shek’s soldiers in their 
civil war. But, for one, I do not 
believe that the people of the 
United States want any back-door 
war. As’a matter of fact, they 
do not want any war at all. More- 
over, they want to determine their 
own international policy on the 
basis of the actual facts, plainly 
stated.

The Iceman 


NEW YORK—Throughout “The 
Iceman Cometh,” a play, I think, 
although Eugene O’Neill may have 
meant it as a hoax, I was thinking 
that Miss Sally Wilson, of Wash- 


ington, handled the same general 
idea better. when, at the age of 
eight, she wrote one, and unfin- 
ished at that, called “Grandmother 
Has Gone to the Bar.” Grand- 
mother was an old souse who said 
“huc” instead of the conventional 
“hic,” a modern form since 
adopted by shameless plagiarists, 
and there was an offstage mystery 
woman, the mother of Clover and 
Brother, the children of the piece, 
who had wandered off the night

SALLY WILSON never account- | 
ed for her and that was why she 


considered that the play was un- 
finished. But I think that, in 
view of the liberty that O’Neill, 
the master, takes in “The Ice- 
man,” she was too exacting.

And, after 
five hours of Hesperus recitations 
by a team of character men and 
a trio of schoolgirl types giving

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Another Witch-Hunt 
Would Stifle Liberals 


WASHINGTON—In the recent election the 
majority spoke up, in the light of campaign issues, 
against excesses by some labor leaders and unions 

and against Communist infiltration into some labor and other 
organizations. 

The chief problem facing the Republican party as it prepares 
to assume management of the next Congress is how to gauge the 
protest and translate it into action, with the proper discount for the 
usual fast pulse and high fever of political campaigns. 

The temptation is to go overboard. Some Republicans recognize 
the danger of going too far and are urging caution against ex- 
tremism in labor legislation, not only as a wise policy for the nation, 
but sound politically for the party. Among these is Sen. Morse, 
Republican, Oregon, who has had much experience with industrial 
disputes and industry-labor relations in general, including duty as 
public member of the War Labor Board. 

So loud was the noise of protest and so strong the public reaction 
that some party leaders seem to have been caught up in the emotion 
of the hour and influenced, at least for the moment, more than 
might have been expected from their previous records. 

Sen. Ball, Republican, Minnesota, who usually is 
Closed Shop regarded as in the progressive, or at least mod- 
erate wing, of his party, now has come out for a Federal ban on 
the closed shop. It is true that three more States—Nebraska, Arizona 
and South Dakota—voted constitutional amendments outlawing the 
closed shop in the recent election, making a total of six with such 
constitutional bans. Two other States have laws apparently de- 
signed to that end but not yet tested and interpreted. South Dakota 
already had a State law before it voted a ban against the closed 
shop into its constitution. 

* Though interesting, this State trend is hardly overwhelming. It 
does not include any industrial States. Nor does it include Sen. 
Ball’s own State of Minnesota. Nor is there a ban against the closed 
shop in the Labor Regulatory Bill jointly sponsored in the last Con- 
gress by Sens. Ball, Hatch, Democrat, New Mexico, and former Sen. 
Burton, now on the Supreme Court. That measure, which never 
passed, did require as a condition to a closed shop that the union 
must represent 75 percent of the workers, and it required that 60 
percent of the workers must have voted for it. 

Hitherto, the closed shop has been a matter of negotiation be- 
tween management and labor, and, if agreed to by both parties, 
is permitted by the Wagner Act. 


Another issue in the campaign, Communist 
And Communism activity, was used quite effectively against 
labor and Democrats. Though such activity was restricted to New 
York and a few big cities, it was played up widely and it also is 
bound to have repercussions in Congress, almost certainly in inves- 
tigations by the House un-American Activities Committee. This 
could easily be turned into a witch-hunt against liberalism and pro- 
gressivism and, as happened in such investigations before, injure 
innocent persons. 

The plague of Communism is now recognized as a real problem 
for liberals and progressives in a few labor unions and, other organi- 
zations. This was demonstrated in the resignation of Harold L. 
Ickes as Chairman of the Independent Committee of the Arts, 
Sciences and Professions, in which there is known Communist 
influence. 

As a practical matter, the most effective means of eliminating 
such influence seems to be that already adopted in some unions and 
organizations. That is to unmask the Communists and vote them 
out and root them out of the key spots as a matter of internal gov- 
ernment and policing. This house cleaning is recognized as the 
most effective way to meet this danger and to combat the witch- 
hunt type of activity which, as is known, is used by certain interests 
to discredit labor and liberal organizations. 

This problem is one that faces the CIO at its annual convention 
next week in Atlantic City. How it handles it may determine how 
successful labor can be hereafter as a political influence. Its in- 
fluence in the last election was diminished by the opening that 
Communist connections, here and there, gave to labor's enemies
